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The Association of Hungarian Democratic ^fouth (Magyar Demokrata Ifiusagi 
Szoveteg), H&DS38, was created in by the Hungarian Communist Paidy. 

It was assigned the role of becoifilng the Communjat-control 3 ,ed ton- 
orgai&zati.on to unite and control all the Democratic Youth organizations 
of the country. However, as soon aa the non-Comawnist Youth organizations 
became aware of Its aims, they began a struggle against the MAD1SZ which 
still continues. 

At first, the Conamiirlsts concentrated their efforts on taking hold of the 
key positions within, the MADISZ itself. Faced with the resistance of the 
raeffioer-organizations to admitting fellow-travellers into the leadership, 
riia Communists resorted to violence. The recalcitrant representatives 
of the member-organizations were successively involved in various con- 
spiracies, arbitrarily invented by the Political Police, and arrested.. 

By this and similar methods, they eventually succeeded in intimidating the 
new delegates and turning the® into subservient tools of the Communists. 

After thus gaining the key positions in the MADISZ, the Communists started 
a campaign to subdue the menber-organisations as well. On© of the 3 arses t 
among the non-Communist. organizations was the KALOT, the Catholic Youth 
association. As tha Communists realized that they could not succeed in 
penetrating and subduing this organization by applying the methods used 
agszoiat the MADXSZ, they abolished in the summer of 19 U&* with the 
connivance of General Svidirov, then President of the Allied Control Com* 
mission in Hungary, 

t of f 16 of 1 - 9 ^* 1218 Political Po3J.cs discovered a conspiracy against 
'*« State in a training school of Boy Scout officers. Under the pretext 
ox purging the movement of unreliable political elements, the Communists 
eliminated the old leadership and changed the whole structure of the 
movement. They placed the movement under the leffiifship of Geza Kardos.

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At that time Ferenc Nagy ms forced to resign as Prime Minister of 
Hungary, and the Communists took advantage of the crisis to eliminate 
the old leadership of the FJM and replace it with Communist stooges. 

The resistance of the SZM, organization of the Social Democratic Youth, 
lasted until the spring of 19 ho, when a merger with the Communist Party 
was forced upon the Hungarian Social Democratic Party. The SZIM was t>»«n 
incorporated into the MINSZ (Magyar If jusagi Nepi Moagalom), a newly 
created youth ^organization of the two united parties of the workers. From 
than on, the MADISZ lost much of its Importance and its role was gradually 
taken over by the MUJSZ, which thus became its successor. ^ 7 

The Communists were fully aware that by getting control of the leadership 
of the non-communist youth organizations, only a very superficial part 
of the work had been accomplished. They soon realized that the lower 
strata, the masses, of these organizations were still passively but 
stubbornly resisting. A new two-fold drive to conquer the masses was 
therefore begun. On the one hand, they are striving to gain the masses 
of the non-Communiat organizations, on the other hand, they are makin g a 
strong effort to win over those masses of the youth which are still outside 
th© existing organizations 

The chances of the MADISZ to achieve these aims are not to be under^ 
estimated. Apart from the cold tenor and other means of in timidation , 
there is a rich variety of other means at their disposal. Noteworthy in 
thxs connection are all the privileges, subsidies, scholarships, all sorts 
oi moral and material support and favors which the MADISZ is able to 
wctend to their members and which cannot fail, in the long run, to soften 
the resistance of the masses. However, for the time being, the great 
majority of toe youth is still fira in its resistance agaiwt tof efforts 
or the GonraunistSo
